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This is in response to the REQUEST FOR CORRECTION OF ASSIGNEE'S 
NAMES PURSUANT TO MPEP §.1481.01 filed April 13, 2011, which is 
being treated as a request under 37 CFR 3.81(b)^ to correct the 
name of the assignee on the front page of the above-identified 
patent by way of a Certificate of Correction. 

The request is GRANTED. 

A review of the record reveals that ''ComocoPhillips Oilsands,'' 
among others, was named as the assignee on the form PTOL-85B-
